‘An old subject is taken up 
afresh by the. Arbitrator, which 
odevotes almost an entire issue to 
a plan of its own for “ Compuleary 
Veracity.in Newspapers." This 
is a large. order, as the English 
say, and into the details of its ex- 
ecution here proposed we cannot 
go, says the New York Evexing 
Post.

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BEER TRADITION OLDER. 
THAN ENGLAND, ~ 
- — 

Beer is very much in the public 
mouth just now,says an exchange. 
Well, ndt exactly in it; but tha 
public, the publicans, brewers, 
and the Government are in unison 
as to the matter of its importance, 
It is all a question of specific 
bravity. Itis the want of specific 
gravity that leads to profanity. 

Small beer is‘ the last word in 
feeble hops. “Thera is a legend 
in Hampshire of a grenadier whd 
caught his death by drinking it. 
You may tell that: story ‘to the 
marines~-and the marines will 
probably swallow it What they 
and ordinary laymen will not‘do 
is to swallow contentedly the 
Srenadier’s death-draught. 

The beer tradition is older than 
England. From the remotest ages 
mon have lived and thrived on it. 
A beer made from malt, or red: 
barley (which has more ‘local 
colour to it) was mentioned in 


Egyptian writing as early as the |. 


fourth Egyptian dynasty. That 
beer was real right thing. Papyri 
of the time of Seti I. alludes to a 
Person who had too much: of it. 
That human old record makes 
one’s mouth water. 

The Greeks learned from the 
Egyptians how to brew beer, but 
neither the Greeks nor the 
Romans had much opinion of it. 
They called it a barbarian drink, 
because it was consumed by the 
Germans. No one, at any time, 
has ever had much impression of 
lager beer outside Prussia and 
the English garden cities. 

The Britons and theSaxons were 
greathandsatbrowiug. Itwasone 
of the many good things com- 
municated to them by the Romans. 
At the time of Henry II. beer wus 
a universal drink in England, and: 
the monasteries excelled in ales, 

The Abbots of Burton, thanks 
to the properties of the Burton 
waters, turned out a superfine 
brand. In 1630. Burton beer 
began to be sold in London, at 
“Ye Peacoke” in Gray’s Inn-lane. 

Right up until the time of the 
Stuarts ‘beer and ale were the 
only drinks for the people. Sam: 
uel Pepys drank a cup of t-a out 
of curiosity, but there is no 
further mentioh of it in his diary. 

. With good Queen Anne coffee 
and tea were, established as 
beverages of elegance for the 
ladies. The gentry, forthe most 
part, stuck to their claret, 

Many people trace the alleged 
declension of England to the 
introduction of mineral waters 
in Victorian days. Certainly 
better songs. have been written 
about malt than about seltzer. 
There is no hymnology of 
“ swipes,” but there is a gathering 
chorus of commination. It has 
reached even the aloof ears of Mr. 
Bonar Law. :

The "Anglo-Japanese Treaty of Alliance exp'ree in less tian two 
years’ time, and more than the two nations principally céncerned 
Will be interested in the point as to whether or not it is likely’to be 
renewed. In point of fact,there are reports in circulation ta the 
effect that Japan is anxious that the agreement should be revised, 
and that the matter ts now under consideration by the British 
Government. The present understanding ‘arose out of the Anglo- 
Japanese Treaty of 1902. which hed special reference to China and 
Korea. Three years later, this agreement was amplified by an 
offensive and defensive Alliance applying to Eastern Asia an4 India. 
By its terms, the respective Governments undertook to support each 
other in the maintenance of their territorial rights. This Alliance 
was renewed on July 13, 1911. for a period of ten years, and ‘though 
the provisions of the older Treaty were substantially re-enacted, 
one important modification was agreed to relating to arbitration 
with third Powers. This innovation was set out in Article IV. 
which reads:—" Should either High Contracting Party conclude a 
Treaty of Genera] Arbitration with a third Power, it-is agreed that 
nothing in this Agreement shall entail upan such Contracting Party 
an obligation to.go to war with the Power with whom such Treaty 
of Arbitration is in force.” That is how the situation stands to-day. 
Wo official news has come to hand concerning negotiations for 
arevision of the Treaty, but ‘an Asiatic News Agency telegram 
which has come to our notice states that, in connection with the 
matter, the British Government is- secretly sounding the State 
Department of the United States, so that othe clause concerning 
Britain's obligation to assist Japan in case of war may be revised in 
such. a way as not to.involva the two English-speaking 
Powers in. difficulties in ‘the event of a Japan-American 
erisie in the. future. The telegram adds that this precaution 
6n the part of ‘Britain is quite necessary, in view of 
the existing. world situation; but that from Japan's 
point of view, after the -elimination of both Russia and 
Germany from world politiés, the Alliance would become a “scrap 
of paper”. if Britain were to keep out of any Japan-American 
trouble... 1t is even added that Japan. views the attitude of the 
British Government with dissatisfaction, and that revision of the 
Treaty ill probably be difficult. mo, - 
‘What measure of truth there is in these reports we should 
‘not eare to say. But it is certain that the tutnre of the Anglo- 
Jajnese Alliance is a question which wili soon have to be 
considered..

In Hongkong. ow- 
ing tothe high rate of exchange, it 
js reduced to a mere fraction of the 
value it would be elsewhere. 
After a great deal of agitation, 
some two years ago, a specially 
low rate of exchange was secured 
for a'l service men as regards 
their pay, but for some reason or 
other the “official” rate of the 
dollar is the basis worked upon 
when paying out to t 
mobilised men anything but 
what was due for actual pay. It 
is quite easy to see where the 
hardship comesin.

A 14,000-ton steamship has 
baen added to the fleet of the 
Canadian Robert Dollar Company. 
With the acquisition of this vessel 
the War King, the company wil’ 
have six big cargo carriers on the 
Pacific next spring. Only recent- 
ly, the War Melody, a stendard- 
Built ship, which has been renam- 
ed the Grace Dollar, "was pur- 
chased... . 

The War Kingis a steel twin 
screw ship, 475 feet long, 61 feet 
beam and 30feetdepth. She was 
built in 1917 by the Kawasaka 
Dock Gompany of Kobe, Japan.

The Straits 
Settlements, the Federated Malay 
States and Hongkong would, 
by his proposals, be welded 
into one Dominion for pur- 
poses of administration with a 
Governor-General directing the 
destinies of the whole, on the 
same lines as the Indian Empire. 
The capital ofthe Dominion would 
be Singapore, which would also be 
the naval base for the whole 
of tho Far East. There. is 
much in this to commend it, to 
the Colonial Office. Penang, 
Hongkong and the Federated 
Malay States would each be gov- 
erned by a Governor. S

A detionstration has been given 
at Bisley of the Beardmore- 
Farquhar light machine-gun, and 
itis claimed for it that it is the 
lightest machine-gun; that itis 
the cheapest td manufacture and 
to use; that it cannot jam; that 
it has” perfect breech loading; 


that it is well protected against 


the entranceofdust and mud;that 
it can be used without any oil, 
and jg: therefore, not liable to 
go out of action through freezing 
at very low temperatures or high 
altitudes; arid that the automatic 
mechanism is never lubricated, 
is not affected by the heat of the 
barrel, and will continue to act 
even though the barrel be Kept 
ted’hot by continuous rapid firing. 

The weight of the gun complete 
with mounting is 16}{lb.; the 
length of the gunis 49}4in.; the 
length of the barrel is 26in.; the 
weight of the barrel with fore- 
sight is 311b. 150z., and the num- 
ber of different components is 152. 

The rotary magazine es at 
constructed holds 81 
cartridges in tworows. The gun 
may alternatively be served by a 
box magazine and a special plate 
with a socket for such a magazine 
has been fitted. The self-loading 
mechanism is gas operated. The 
breech sectionisa “straight pull,” 
having a bulk carrier sliding in 
slots Outside the body. 

The demonstration at Bisley 
was given by the inventor, Colonel 
Farquhar, under the direction of 
‘Admiral Adair, representing 
Messrs. William Beardmore and 
Co. Parkhead Steel Works, 
Glasgow, and was witnessed by 
Major-General Sir G. Feilding, 
G.O.C.. London District, officers 
from the. War Office, naval and 
military attaches of the Powers, 
as well as A number of officers 
and non-commissioned officers of 
the Guards Machine-Gua Corps. 

Colonel Farquhardemonstrated 
with continuous rapid fire that 
the gun is capable of firing ata 
rate of 480 rounds per minute. 
An examination of the target 
showed that in emptying one 
rotary magazine he put 75 shots 
out of 8ion to the target. The 
inventor,also showed how to fire 
single shots, and how to change 
from single shot to automatic fire. 


'] Considerable rapidity, by theway, 


can be obtained by firing single 
shots. Colonel Farquharexplained 
themechanism, and demonstrated 
how quickly the gun can be stripp- 
ed and reassembled. He also gave 
a demonstration of fire from the 
hip, and at the request of his 
audience, fired the gun upside 
down ‘and sideways. The ma- 
chine-gun which he used had 
already fired over 20,000 rounds. 
and Colonel Farquhar declared 
that although the gun had been 
thoronghly tested under all sorts 
ofconditions, and that every effort 
bad been made to cause it to 
jam, the gun had in fact never 
vet done 50.” :

If Lloyd George goes under in 
the House cf Commons owing to 
the split-up of the artificial fabric 
of the present.coalition, either he 
will force a dissolution or a new 
administration. will carry on the 
present Parliament.

'T.P. O'Connor, to the Nete York 
Herald, brings at once the difficult 
problem “of who. will lead the 
Tory party. 


Bonar Law, the present leader, 
has many things in his favour. He 
has ‘facility, dexterity of speech, 
perfect temper, modesty, straight- 
forwardness, a candor at once 
disarming and perilous in parlia- 
mentary conflicts where every 
word ought to be weighed. An- 
other wonderful gift is perfect 
memory. Henever takes a note,

employ. His method of prepar- 
ing a speech is to sit down ina 
comfortable chair for a couple: of 
hours.

The official aerial trips between 

London and Paris during the 
Peace celebrations proved that's 
daily .aeroplane servica between 
the two capitals is a commercial 
proposition, and private services 
are about to be begun. .. 
. The’ Aircraft Transport “and 
Travel, Ltd., announce that they 
will inaugurate s daily London 
—Paris service for passengera 
and parcels assoon as Continental 
flying is, permitted,, white the 
Handley Page Company expected 
toestablisha daily service between 
London and Paris as well as 
between London and Brussels 
from September 1. 

A Daily Chronicle’ representa- 
tive learnt a number of interesting 
details from General Sir Sefton 
Brancker, a director, in reference 
to the former project. 

“Yes,” said the General, “we 
follow on ftom the Government 
service. Their squadron com- 
mander and some of their finest 
pilots are now with us. Instead 
of Hendon. we shall fly fram 
Hounslow. We shall use convert- 
ed D. H. 4a’s and D.H. 16's, the 
former carrying two and the 
latter four passengers. 

“The fare will be 20 guineas 
forthe single journey, 49 for the 
return. Intending passengers 
need not don any extra clothing, 
as they will bein enclosed cabins, 
furnished. with “windows that 
afford unrestricted observation. 

“We are going’ in for speed—
